House Committee Hears 
Prominent Citizens. 


WILL MAKE REPORT THURSDAY 


D. R. FRANCIS AND OTHERS FA- 
VOR PARK SITE BILL. 


fienry Ziegenhein Led the Discussion 
for the Opposition, but No Great 
Enthusiasm Was Aroused by 
Bill’s Opponents. 


In the chamber of the House of Delegates 
at the new City Hall Thursday morning the 
public improvements committee of the 
House, consisting of Messrs. Geraghty. 
chairman: Zachritz, Faulkner, Kelley and 
Buckley, held a public hearing on the Dill 
giving the Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
Co. the authority to locate the World's Fair 
in Forest. Carondelet or O'Fallon parks. 

At the conclusion of the hearing Chair- 
man Geraghty announced that the commit- 
tee would meet Thursday afternoon to 
frame its report on the bill. | 

The bill has already passed the Counc'l 
Once before the bill was in the House. 
This was during the session of the last 
House. At that time the House elimi- 
nated Torest Park from the provisions of 
the bill before passing it. Now a vigor- 
ous effort is being made by the friends of 
the World's Fair to have the bill passed 
as it went through the Council. 

The public hearing Thursday morning 
was rgely attended. Former Gov. Fran- 
cis. W. H. Thompson, ex-Mayor Wal- 
bridge and probably half a hundred others 
of the Exposition directory were in at- 
tendance. There were also some oppo- 
nents of the measure present, 

Gov. Francis was the first speaker. He 
deciared the sentiment of the people fa- 
vored the passage of the bill. He pointed 
out what an advantage it would be to the 
directors of the exposition company to 
have Forest Park at its disposal in select- 
ing a site. He declared that the question 
of a site had not been discussed by the 
directors, that he himself had not made 
up his mind exactly where the fair should 
be held, but he declared that by having 
the privile of selecting Forest Park 
would enable the company to secure other 
grounds, should they be desired, at much 
more reasonable terms than otherwise. 

He declared that St. Louis had decided 
te make the Fair bigger and better than 
any ever held before, and ventured the 

lotion that $20,000,000 would be spent 
fore the gates were opened. o hav 
vilege of ey. Forest. Park 
be a financial advantage. He urged 
prompt and favorable action on the bill, 
saying the selection of a site was neces- 
fore the foreign exhibitors could be 

dealt with officially.

sed as promptly as possible. He said it 
would be necessary to select the site soon, 
so that it could be presented to the na- 
tional commission. He said the Exposition 
company desired to secure a site at as little 
expense as possible and that if the House 
of Delegates co-operated with the company 
the company could not be “held up” in the 
purchase of a site. 

Chairman Geraghty then called on Breck- 
enridge Jones to speak, but Gov. Francis 
requested Mr. Geraghty to call upon some 
of the opponents of the measure, if any 
were present. so that the World's Fair 
ppeemers might later answer their objec- 
tions.

Mr. Geraghty acted on the suggestion, 
and Attorney Edward Bickley, who was 
raid to represent the North End Improve- 
ment Association, responded. He did not 
think Forest Park the most 
World's Fair site. He did not believe that 
the residents of the fashionable places to 
the north of the park wanted the World's 
Fair in such close proximity to them. He 
fea it would be too noisy for them. 
Then, again, he was PS sure that the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly had a legal right under 
tho charter to permit the establishment of 
@ fair in the park. He thought possibly 
some of the residents of the contiguous 
territory might seek to «epioin the Fair 
aaa from holding %he Exposition 

ere. 

As a further objection to Forest Park 
as a possible World's Fair site, Mr. Bick- 
ley argued that it would result in the con- 
struction of fewer boulevards than if it 
were located in North or South St. Louis. 

Mr. Bickley’s remarks were greeted with 
no apparent yp nyAten Not a voice or 
hand was heard in applause or commenda- 
tion, In marked contrast to the reception 
which the remarks of the previous speak- 
ers met. 

Breckenridge Jones followed Mr. Bickley. 
He said that a great trust had been imposed 
on the City of St. Louis by the states and 
Yerritories representing the Louisiana Pur- 
chase. The directors of the exposition were 
charged with carrying out this trust. The 

ssage of the bill permitting the use of 

orest Park as a fair site would aid them 
in carry ig out the trust to the best of their 
ability. He said the directors had been en- 
trusted with the cxpenditure of $15,000,000. 

“Can you not trust them in the selection of

Henry A. Bradford, president of the West- 
ern Union Oil Co. and the father of Wells- 
ville’s oil boom, said today: 

“We have contracted for drilling machin- 
ery in St. Louts, and will have it on the 
ground within 10 days. Work will begin at 
once on the Davis property in Wellsville, 
where the first shaft will be sunk. 

“While I cannot say positively that there 
is oll in commercial quantities under the 
town, the surface indications are without 
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doubt the best I have ever seen.”’ 
| Mr. Brandford has increased his total 
|leases from 3600 to nearly 7000 acres.+ Of this 
| 29 acres are in the town of Wellsville itseif, 
where the citizens show a disposition to al- 
low their yards, gardens and even the 
streets to be torn up in looking for the 
precious fluid. 

Jacob Oppenheimer and A. M. Trumberg, 


representing the Western Pennsylvania Oil 
Co. of Pittsburg, have secured options on 
900 acres of land south of town and an- 
nounce that they will commence operations 
at once.

The land owners in nearly every case have 
leased only a part of their property, and 
their profits, of course, are entirely depend- 
ent upon the discovery of oil, gas or min- 
erals.

MINISTER WU IS QUIETLY SOUND- 
ING THE FINANCIERS. 


THIS WILL INSURE OUR AID 


Either All or Our Proportion of $337,- 
000,000 Indemnity Will Be 
Borrowed Here. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—American capl- 
talists may be asked by the Chinese gov- 
@rmment to subscribe to the loan it will 
have to negotiate to pay the indemnity to 
be exacted by the powers. 

Wu Ting Fang, the Chinese minister, and 
New York financiers have been in commu- 
munication on this subject. The commu- 
nications are entirely unofficial and. have, 
therefore, been kept very quiet. Never- 
thelesm it has developed that the idea has 
been favorably received in New York. It 
is, of course, impossible to say what the 
outcome will be, as international politics 
will have an important influence upon the 
placing of the loan, but intelligent China- 
men favor obtaining subscriptions from the 
United States. The Chinese government is 
Well aware that provided the “open door’ 
be conceded the United States at this mo- 
ment would not go beyond a formal! pro- 
test in case of the division of China. The 
Situation would be changed, however, if 

hese bonds vaiued at millions of doi- 
Jars were held by American capitalists. 

All that the Chinese minister has done 
has nh to make inquiries and American 
financiers have given an indication of what 
they are wiliing to do. The loan will be

THE SPREAD OF MACHINERY. 


One of the Reasons Why Great Britain 
Is Losing Her Trade. 

The introduction of machinery in parts of 
the world where household manufactures 
have hitherto a'most monopolized industria! 
life is a matter of great interest, says the 
New York Sun. Manufacturers, particular- 
ly in Great Britain, are beginning to feel 
some effects of the new competition. Ma- 
chinery is working a revolution in some 
of the industries of Indla. . 

Before the British occupied the peninsuia 
India sent to foreign countries only art 
fabrics or luxuries mostly produced in the 
homes of the humble workmen. These ob- 
jects had a good sale abroad because they 
represented the art development of the 
East Indians. They did not interfere with 
the trade of other countries’ because they 


were pecullar to India. Then the British 
overran the land and new phases of the 
export trade developed. For many years 
rice, wheat, raw cotton, oll seeds and 
raw jute have been large exports. The ex- 
port trade of India has thus been pre- 
eminently related to raw material.

MELBOURNE, May 9.—The opening of 
the first Federal Parliament, which took 
Place at noon, was a most impressive cere- 
mony. The capacity of the exhibition 
building, the scene of the ceremony, is 
12,00 people, but the available space was 

‘faxed to the utmost. The decorations con- 
, Bisted of regimental standards, trophies of 
arms and floral festoons 

The doors were opened to ticket holders 
at 9 o'clock this morning, and by 11 o'clock 
the auditorium was filled, except the royal 
dais. This was located beneath the great 
dome. It held a single row of chairs, the 
largest, in the center, being surmounted 
by a small gold {mperial crown. The whole 
was overhung with the royal standard. 

In front of the roval chair was a small 
table, on which was a telegraph key, by 
which the Duke of Cornwall and York was 
to flash the opening signal throughout the 
commonwealth, when the unlon jack was 
to be simultaneousiy raised in every set- 
tlement of the federation, 

The majority of the audience was com- 
posed of ladies, mostly clad in mauve- 
colored costumes. but many of them were 
dressed in white. Brilliant, scattered 

groups of army and navy uniforms gave 
color te tbe scene. 

Facing the dais was a slightly raised 
platform, where seven rows of chairs ac- 
eommodated the members of the common- 
wealth Parliament. The lofty North Tran- 
sept was devoted to the members of the 
Siate parliaments. East and west of the 
dais were ouped the ministerial staffs. 
Phe remainder of the hall and the galleries 
were packed with a well-dressed, earnest, 
expectant crowd. A great orchestra en- 
livened the ante-meridian hour with oper- 
atic airs.

RAILWAY SPEED. 


The German project for substituting electricity for steam 
as a railway motor has excited some interest in the speed 
possible to be attained. 

The Germans in charge of thia new enterprise confidently 
expect 2 speed of 125 to 155 miles an hour, or an average of 140. 

This is the practical proposal. But Prof. Gastowski of the 
Tniversity of Halle believes that a much greater speed will 
eventually be obtained. He calculates that “the theoretical 
limit fixed by atmospheric resistance and the traction adhe- 
sion of drive wheels to the rail combined is about 360 kilo- 
meters, or nearly 224 miles an hour.” 

His calculation, however, is theoretical—that is, it is based 
upon perfect conditions—engines, wheels, rail, roadbed are 
Supposed to be without flaw and the track ts exactly level. 

Allowing for tho difference between theoretical and practical 
he is of the opinion that the speed of 150 miles an hour is 
As conditions improve and invention proceeds 
the present theoretical limit may be attained.

HE story tellers would have us be- 
T lieve that the hero always carries the 
hero trademark on his face.

Car.

BEAUMONT, Tex., May 9.—Another mon- 
ster spouting oll well was brought in for 
the J. M. Guffy company, owners of the 
famous Lucas well. McFaddin No. 3 is 
the way the new well is designated.

MURDER OR SUICIDE? 


| CONFLICTING THEORIES IN THE 
ADMIRE TRAGEDY. 


| FORTY WITNESSES EXAMINED 


Gc Far the Evidence Against the Ac- 
cused Wife Is Not Considered 
as Damaging.

CARROLLTON, Ill, May 9.—Nearly 40 
Witnesses for the prosecution have been 
examined in’ the trial of Mrs. Admire for 
the murder of her husband, James A. Ad- 
mire, and’so far the state has not brought 
out much damaging testimony. It has been 
shown that Admire’s body was found in 
the alley back. of the house lying on its 
back, limbs straight, revolver on left side 
near the left hand. The pistol wound was at 
the edge of the hair near the top of the 
right ear. There were no powder burns. 
The body was two and a half feet from the 
north line of the alley. A dozen neighbors 
heard a pistol shot near 10 o'clock in the 
morning of the tragedy, and the body was 
found by Joseph Gaelhouser about half a 
hour afterwards. Many neighbors testified 
that Bert Murry was a frequent and sec- 
re visitor to the house when Admire was 
‘absent and that at the time of the pistol 
ashot was heard he was at the Admire house. 
He was seen to leave a few minutes after 
the shot was heard and walk rapidly away 
and craw! in a freight car that was leaving 
for the south.

WIFE IS SUING FOR A DIVORCE 


Judge Talty Takes Under Advisement 
a Case Involving Two Families 
Prominent in South St. Louis. 


A retiring disposition and an undemon- 
Strative manner are credited by Edward W. 
Schumann of 1201 St. Ange avenue with 
having earned him the dislike of his moth- 
er-in-law. This dislike resulted in his 
being called on in Judge Talty's division of 
the circuit court Thursday to answer a 
charge of desertion preferred by his wife 
as a ground for divorce. 

The Schumanns are prominent in South 
daughter of Dr. Franz Trittermann, who 
was Miss Laura A. Schotten, is the step- 
daughter of Dr. Franz Frittermann, who 
died last February, leaving a large estate, 


of which she inherits one-half. Her hus- 
band is a commercial photographer, earn- 
ing $5000 a year, according to Mrs. Schp- 
mann’s petition for divorce. 

When they were married Feb. 8, 1899, they 
went to live with Mrs. Schumann's mother, 
Mrs. Clara Trittermann, at the Trittermann 
homestead, 2933 Eads avenue. Mrs. Schu- 
mann still lives there. She told Judge Talty, 
in response to questions from W. B. Homer, 
her attorney, that her husband's departure 
from the house ten months after their mar- 
riage, and his refusal to return was due 
solely to his rversity, and that she had 
to complain also*“of a peculiar coldness on 
his part, the same which had aroused her 
mother's resentment. 

“Did your husband ever fondle and caress 
you?” inquired Mr. Homer. 

“That question will not be allowed unless 
Mr. Homer limits it to occasions when they 
were in the presence of a third person,”’ in- 
terrupted Judge Talty. 

Mrs. Schumann, who 
handsome blond, blushingly replied 
her husband never did. 

“I assure you that I always had to do 
that."’ she adde 

Schumann's attorney, E. C. Tittmann, 
asked Mrs. Schumann on cross-examination 
whether her husband, when he left the 
house Dec. 27, 1899, had not asked her to 
make a home with him elsewhere: 

“If he had,’ pursued Mr. Tittmann, 
“would you have gone?" 

“If he asked you now," Mr. Tittmann de- 
manded dramatically on Mrs. Schumann 
replying in the affirmative, ‘“‘would. you 
go? 

Mrs. Schumann half started from her seat, 
then her foot tapped the floor and her fin- 
gers clutched nervously at her dress trim- 
mings. While she was hesitating Judge 
Talty excludea the question. 

Schumann § testified that contentment 
reigned between him and his wife until 
Nov. 13, 1899, as well as between him and 
his mother-in- law. That evening he re- 
turned home at 7 o'clock and as usual went 
to the library after supper. -He was read- 
ing with his wife when Mrs. Trittermann 
came in with a letter from Dr. Tritter-

“She Btarted to abuse me.’ 
mann, “and said that Dr. aces had 
left her in my care and expected me to 
treat her just as he would. She called me 
a loafer and a tramp and said I was 
too are to suit her, just because I pre- 
oars reading to conversing.

said. "] never would have let my daughter 
marry you.” Then she began calling me 
down in German. 

“Dec. 13 6 was trying to read after I got 
home, and she objected again to my keep- 
ing so much to myself and never saying 
anything. That time she tried to hit me 
with a chair, and next day she tried to hit 
me with a loaf of bread. I left the house 
Dec. 27, because I would not submit to 
being abused any more. I asked Laura to 
go with me, but she would not do so.”’ 

Mrs. Trittermann, who preceded Schu- 
mann on. the stand, testified that his 
treatment of his wife was marked by 
coldness and neglect, and that he never 
went near her when she was ill. She
